tation abroad as a fruit producing region 
In order to obviate the possibility of in- 
eects breeiHnti iu the fruit after U ia 
packed, Mrs. Stuart firat steeped the ap- 
ricots in boiling water and then carefully 
dried them. These two processes were 
completed without softening the fruit or 
injminc its rich color. Ou the contrary 
the color WM heightened. 


The fruit WR3 then packed in layere o 


eoft white paper in boxee, tbe edges 
of whiaii were carefully sealed to exclude 
the air, ineeete, duet, eti:. 


There nre n thousand and one difltcul- 


ties connected with the preservation ol 
fresh (nut. More U) ana score of com- 
pounds liava been recomm nded to keep 
the fruit from decaying, at the Banle 
time preserving ile form and color unim- 
paired, and tho problem has not yet been 
satisfactorily solved. 
Several of these 


compound? have beou 
experimented 


with by Mrs. Stuart, and tho one that 
has given the best re-ulte thus far was 
prepared from o recipe furnished by Dr. 
Yancey of this city. The liquid appeared 
to ferment nt Bret, but is now clearing. 
It poBftrsees this merit, that it does not 
bleach or otherwise alter the color of the 
fiuit, nor does it shrink or buret it. Time 
alone can decide as to the question of its 
permnnency.
